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1. FRG BCATAG REP KRONECK HAS TOLD EMB CAA THAT INTER- 
ESTED FRG AGENCIES HAD ON PRINCIPLE NO REPEAT NO OBJECT-

2. WHILE WE WOULD PREFER TO AWAIT THE FONOFF'S PAPER, 

GIVEN AEROAMERICA'S PRESSING NEED FOR A RAPID DECISION 
IF THEY ARE TO INITIATE SERVICE IN NOVEMBER, WE WILL NOW 
INFORM THE CARRIER THAT ITS APPLICATION WILL BE FORMALLY 
APPROVED SHORTLY AND THAT THEY MAY BEGIN PREPARATIONS.

SIDERABLE COMMERCIAL POTENTIAL. U.S. SUPPORT FOR THESE

TO EARLIER EXPRESSED UKG AND IGS CARRIER CONCERNS OVER
